A Serious Defalcation. 

Nkw Youk, Feb. 28.— Artie B. Cleve- 
land, president of thu linn of A. C. Cleve- 
land & Co., wholesale dealers in Heeds, at 
47 Cortlundt stieel, with branches at Capo 
Vincent, N.Y., (where Mr. Cleveland first 
established business); Pieton, Ont., and 
London, England, has disappeared, .and 
rumors are afloat that ho has spent §40,- 
000 of tho company's money, und about 
$100,000 borrowed from friends, in specu- 
lation in Wull street, and that he is now 
iu Canada. Members of tho company 
deny that tho trouble is so extensive aa 
this, but admit certain irregularities, and 
that Cleveland has gone away. The com- 
pany is backed up by very solid men, und 
though its liabilities are reported at 
from $300,000 to §100,000, its assets 
are reported largely in excess of those 
figures, and all claims are being promptly 
met on maturity. Tho treasurer is F. Li. 
Stearns, and the secretary is George M. 
Hard, president of the Glial ham National 
Bank. H. R. Thurber is interested 
in the company. A. L. Ashman, 
a wealthy hotel proprietor, is vice-presi- 
dent. Tho company does a business of 
about £500,000 a year. Mr. Cleveland is 
about 38 years old. His father, who lives 
at Adams, N. Y., has been hero trying to 
learn his son's whereabouts and is feeling 
very badly over the affair. The family 
are not in any way related to that of 
President Grorer Cleveland. 

Quarreled over a Woman. 

New Yokk, Fel>. 28.— David Watson, 
burglar, stabbed and fatally wounded 
Adolphus Hughes at No. 118 Thompson 
streot. Both men are colored. They 
quarreled over a white woman named Jes- 
sie Lock, to whom both were paying at- 
tention. Watson was arrested and his 
victim removed to tho hospital. 

All Unlet ut Hnrtl. 

New York, Feb. 28. — Tho steamer 
Prins William, from Port au Prince, re- 
ports that Haytian matters wore quiet up 
to February 22d, and thut tho rumor of 
Hypolite's death was unfounded. 

Democrat* Leuvlui; Wuslilugtou. 

Washington, Feb. 28.— Nearly all the 
chief clerks by appointment, clerks of 
the heads of divisions and bureaus; in fact, 
nearly all tho officials not protected by 
the civil service, are preparing to vacato 
and turn their respective offices over to 
their successors, who, they expect, will 
come in soon after tho 4th of March. 
With one or two exceptions, all the demo- 
crats who are now holding desirable po- 
sitions are prepared to leave them, and 
are laboring to have tho work well up, so 
that their successors will not bo embar- 
rasod. 

Suits Tor Damages. 

Washington, Feb. 28. — Harvey Spauld- 
ing to-day tiled suits, each for §100,000, 
against W. F. Vilas, former postmaster- 
general, and Don M. Dickinson, tho pres- 
ent postmaster-general, for refusing to 
adjust the accounts of postmasters for 
whom ho was attorney for increased al- 
lowance as postmasters under the act of 
congress of June 22d, 188(i. 

Col, Dudley's libel Suit. 

Washington, Feb. 28.— Justice James 
has refused to quash tho subpoena requir- 
ing Col. Dudley to testify before au ex- 
aminer in his libel suit against tho New 
York Evening Post and other papers in 
connection with the "blocks of live" let- 
ter and tho examination is proceeding. 

1'utnl Jllne Kxplosluu. 

Detroit, Feb. 28. — A special to the 
Newt from Marquette, Mich., says: By 
a proinature explosion in tho Norway 
mino this morning Allen Hovey lost both 
arms and Edward Rudder both eyes, and 
had his face torn. Both will die. 

Featherweight Championship. 

Boston, Feb. 28. — At a meeting of tho 
backers of "Ike" Weir, of , Boston, an. d 
Frank Murphy, of England, feather- 
weights, a new match was arranged be- 
tween those pugilists for the champion- 
ship of tho world. The light is to bo to 
a finish with skin gloves, between the 
15th and 20th of March, at a placo within 
250 miles of Chicago, for §1,000 a side. 

Cattle Thieves Arrrslcrt. 

Foiit Bedford, Dak., Feb. 27.— Sheriff 
Knight, of Deadwood, with a posso, last 
Friday captured Jeff Bailey and Zob 
Stewart, notorious cattle thieves, near 
the old Medora stage station. Both men 
resisted being arrested and Bailey was 
shot six times, but not fatally. The offi- 
cers aro in pursuit of other members of 
the same gang. 

Happy Days for Tacoma, 

Tacoma, Fob 28. — T. P. Oalces, presi- 
dent of the N. P. R. R., arrived horo to- 
day and was closoted with Second Vioe- 
Prosident Prescott for several hours. A 
reporter applied for an interview and was 
admitted. Mr. Oakos stated the N. V. R. 
R. will expend six million dollars for 
terminal facilities in Tacoma, and will 
make them as lino as possible; §880,000 
will be expended this year and one million 
each the following years until complete. 
About §500,000 will bo put in tho car- 
shops, freight housos and round-house. 
The new car-shops will employ six 
hundred men and will be the second larg- 
est on the road. Three new coal bunkers 
will be built with a capacity of 50,000 
tons each. The three will cost §54,000. 
All theso improvements will give employ- 
ment to an army of laborers and mechan- 
ics for about four years, and tho citizens 
of Tacoma are jubilant over their bright 
prospects. 

The real estate transfers for January 
and February were §3,321, 917. 

The Sew <; old fields. 

Tuchon, Ariz., Feb. 28. — Tho city has 
been infested with tramps and putty 
thieves for five weeks, who have boon 
committing numerous thefts. Last night 
they broke into a residence and stole 8300 
worth of jewelry. This afternoon a large 
number of tho tramps wero driven from, 
tho city. The city is still excited over the 
reports of gold strikes in tho vicinity of 
Ensonadu, Lowor California, and tho ex- 
odus continues. Each steamer loaves 
crowded with old and now miners, scores 
going overland. Many outlits aro now 
forming. Over five thousand dollars in 
gold dust and nuggets were brought here 
by tho steamer this morning, and inten- 
sified the excitement. 



COMMERCIAL UNION. 

Mr. Willis Bond Favors a Small Auillonce with 
His Ideas on the Question. 



An audieneo composed of a dozen men 
and a 16-ounco dog was certainly enough 
to discourage Mr. Willis Bond as he 
mounted the stage of Philharmonic Hall 
last evening to proclaim to the world his 
impressions oh the subject of commercial 
union. Tho lecturer accounted for the 
vacant seats, before proceeding to busi- 
ness, by explaining that his lecture had 
not been announced far enough ahead, 
and in consequence a dinner was being 
givon at Government Houso, which no 
doubt necessitated tho absence of many 
who would otherwise have been presont 
in the flesh— no doubt thoy wero in 
spirit. 

Postmaster Noah Shakespero was re- 
quested to take the chair, an honor which 
ho reluctantly declined. His time was 
limited. Mr. Wilson and Mr. Marvin 
wore next called on, but like the invited 
guests of Biblical story, forthwith began 
to make excuse. Finally the orator of 
tho evening decided to take tho chair 
himself, and took his seat in the centre of 
the stago to wait for an audience sutli- 
ciontly large to appreciate his discourse. 
About fifty put in an appearance. 

After regretting the me'agreness of his 
audience, Mr. Bond said that the question 
of commercial union with thu United 
States and Canada is the one 
great question that is agitating tho people 
of our fair dominion as well as our neigh- 
boring republic and Great Britain at the 
present day, and when wo consider the 
importance of tho question, not only in 
point of rovonuo but m many other ways, 
we will see that commercial union with 
the United States will have a .most disas- 
trous effect on the institutions of our land. 
He referred to the various treaties that 
hud been made between the Canadian 
government and that of the American re- 
public, which ho considered provided stif- 
ticient union for all purposes of commerce. 
Tho commercial union cry was only an ex- 
cubo for an argument for politic*] union. 
Canadians had fought their own battles 
and developed their own — tho grandest 
country that the sun ever shone on. It 
was time for Canadians to stop 
and ask themselves tho ques- 
tion, •'What does the government 
of tho United States mean by their 
desire for annexation '/ Commercial 
Union meant Political Union. It was a 
measure introduced and fostered by the 
Grit party to secure tho reins of 
government. [Hear! Hear!] Commer- 
cial Union was like tho hollow log through 
which the hog tried to make its escape 
from tho lield to the road. Its desire was 
anticipated and the log moved, the sow 
being accordingly non-plussed. (Horo a 
lengthy discussion ensued as to the sex 
and description of tho pig in tho parable, 
the audience offering advice freely, and 
the lecturer accepting all hints with 
courtly deforonco). At any rate, the 
Grits would lind they could not 
get into power by the hollow log of Com- 
mercial Union. Ho was proceeding to 
review the continual advance and prosper- 
ity of Canada under the British Hag in 
eloquent terms when some one in the au- 
dience requested information upon tho 
subjoet of annexing the north polo. The 
querist was informed that if ho was pos- 
sessed of common sense he would under- 
stand that the gentlemen in tho audience 
did not like to be disturbed by the bray-in 
behind them. 

Tho question of Commercial Union, 
Mr. Bond proceeded to remark, was a big 
question, a largo question, an immense 
question. Thu people of the United 
States profess great kindness for tho peo- 
ple of tho Dominion of Canada. They 
say that their country is prosperous and 
that Canada is not, und thoy wish to an- 
nex Canada in ordor to assure her pros- 
perity. 

A voice— 1 would like to get my two 
bits back. 

Mr. Bond — I will, and then you can get 
enough whiskey to prevent you from 
bothering us. 

The lecturer went on to describe the 
important part the African race had 
played in the history of America and Am- 
erican politics, and was playing iu the 
question under discussion. 

Interruption — What do you estimate 
your value at 1 

From tho platform in reply — If I once 
get my arm looso I will illustrate for your 
exclusive benefit. 

Canada's glorious past and futuro of 
promise was outlined in poetic language, 
and the audience applauded to the echo 
the efforts of the lecturer, who brought 
his oration to a close by asking: Shall we 
bid farewell to the grand old flag that has 
sheltered us in our infancy ? (Cries of 
No, No. — 1 trownot. — Not this evening,— 
mingled with tumultuous applause). Wo 
don't need Commercial Union. (Hear. 
Hear.). We can carve out the future of 
our own great country, and bid defiance 
the world with England at our back 

(Wild applause). Do wo want (No. 

No.). Tho American people are in love 
with us; desperately in love with us. 
(Count yourself out. Laughter and 
cheers). Canada is the greatest country 
in the world (Applause). The richest 
known to civilized men, in the products 
of tho mines, agriculture, and ovorything 
else (Cheers). 

A voice— You shall be sanitary officer 
next weok ? 

The orator — I'm one of those preachers 
that como out of the pulpit to fight. No 
one in the country would favor a union 
with tho country over the line. His few 
remarks would show that he was not in 
favor of tho union that was being made 
tbe electioneering dodge of the Reform 
party. 

From tho audience — Are you not paid 
by Grover Cleveland to defeat tho ends of 
annexationists I 

Mr. Bond — 1 am sorry that there is ap- 
parently more than one black sheep in 
the flock. (Laughter.) Concerning local 
politics, (How about daily marking i) we 
aro not represented just now in the House 
of Commons. I am sorry that ono of our 
members has returned from Ottawa, and 
has not yet called his constituents to- 
gether to explain why ho eaino back. I 
refer to Mr. Bakor. (A voice — Ho is not 
engaged in moving a houso is he ? ) I 
would advise tho Dominion Government 
to lay another lino of railway across tho 
country and ovor tho Soym ur Narrows. 
(Applause.) It would make tho country 
yot more wealthy and prosperous. (Wealth 
bringeth not happiness.) 

— What is your opinion on daily mark- 
ing ? 

— It should bo loft In tho hands of those 
who understand it. I don't know any- 
thing about it; and I'm afraid the mem- 
bers of the legislature know almost as 
much. (Cheers.) 

— What about tho extension of tho city 
limits '/ 

— It is tho best thing that could be 
done to advance the interests of tho city. 

A few other queries wore showered 
down on the orator of tho evening and 
promptly answered to the satisfaction of 
the audience and the House rose, with 
three cheers for Mr. Bond, and for Can- 
ada, and for the Queen. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Probability of the Appointment of Sir 
Julian Pamicefote as Minister 
at Washington. 



The "Standard" Says Parnell Has Only 
Himself to Blame for the Re- 
sult of the Enquiry. 



In the Commons Billon is Forced to 
Withdraw au Offensive Re- 
mark He Used in Debate. 



Home of Comuiuas. 

London, Feb. 28. — In tho Commons to- 
night, ThoB. Sexton, nationalist, gave notice 
of motion to compel disclosure of thonames 
of tho officers who had pledged to associ- 
ate themselves with Col. Saunderson, con- 
servative momber for North Armagh, Ire- 
land, to violato their oaths of obedience 
to tho crown in tho event of a home rule 
parliament being granted to Ireland. 
Timothy Healy, nationalist, said that in 
view of the fact that Attorney-Goneral 
Webster had received in November 
Pigott's statement to the effect that he 
could not stand cross-oxamination regard- 
ing any testimony ho might give concern- 
ing tho alleged Parnell letters, 
ho (Healy) would give notice of 
motion doclnring that Sir Richard 
Webster had forfeited the confidence of 
Parliament. Mr. Shaw Lofovro, Liberal, 
in a speech charged tho Irish Exceutiveand 
Mr. Balfour with taking advantage of the 
Parliamentary recess to iucreaso tho rigor 
of his acts of repression towards tho Irish 
people. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain ad- 
dressed tho House. Ho contended that 
the Opposition speakers avoided the main 
issue. Tho House, he said, is asked to 
censure the Govermont. This roquest 
demanded first tho viows of the Govern- 
ment seeking to succeed tho present ono 
should bo set forth. Ho said tho Opposi- 
tion should explain its policy then and 
there would bo something definite pre- 
sented to the country. 

In the cuurse of tho debate, T. W. Rus- 
sell mado a statement which seemed to 
accuse Mr. Dillon of paying for the de- 
fense of murderers. Dillon exclaimed, 
"That is a foul lie I" Tho speaker called 
upon Dillon to withdraw his remark, 
which ho subsequently did, upon Mr. 
Russell disclaiming any intention of per- 
sonal application in his remark. Mr. 
Healy accused Balfour of having made a 
mis-statement in reference|to the O'Brien 
matter. At tho speaker's request Hoaly 
withdrew his remark. 

Tho "Standard" Blames Paruell. 

London, Feb. 28. — The Standard says 
if Parnell had taken step3 himself to 
prove that the lettora printed by the Times 
woro forgeries he would have saved him- 
self, the public and Parliament a vast 
deal of trouble and expense. "If the con- 
clusion drawn by tho public," says tho 
papor, "aro injurious to him, Parnell has 
only himself to thank for it." 

I'oIlUlou Iu (be Channel. 

London, Feb. 28. — A collision occurred 
in tho English Channel hist night between 
the British steamer Pascal and tho Nor- 
wegian bark Carh, from Ponsacola, The 
Curia was badly damaged and the bows of 
the Pascal broken. The Carla's crew 
wore rescued and landed at Folkstone. 
The Pascal returned to London. An ef- 
fort is now being made to tow the Carla to 
port. 

Minister la Washington, 

London, Feb. 28.— The fact of the 
forthcoming appointment of Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, as minister to Washington, 
is semi-officially confirmed. 

More Witnesses for the Commission. 

Dublin, Fob. 28. — The two prisoners 
Hanlon and McCaffrey, who are undergo- 
ing a life sentence in Downpatrick prison 
for connection with the Phoenix Park 
murders, have started for London under 
police escort to testify before the Parnell 
Commission.

FATAL RAILWAY ACCIBENT. 

A Passeiiifor Train on the Grand Trunk 
Plunges Through a Bridge, Several Peo- 
ple Being Killed and About Thirty More 
Wounded, 

St. George, Ont., Feb. 28.— The St. 
Louis express on tho Groat Western divi- 
sion of tho Grand Trunk Railway passing 
hero eastward about fl o'clock this even- 
ing wont through a bridge just east of 
this station. A broken tire on tho engine 
caused tho rails to sproad, and the first 
passenger car, the Pullman car and din- 
ing car went through the middle seotion of 
tho bridge. Tho Pullman car, containing 
moBt of tho passengers, was thrown clear 
off the bridge, turning completely 
ovor and alighting right sido up. 
Tno ^dining car stands on end 
against a pier and the passenger car still 
remains on the bridge. About thirty 
wounded have been taken out and eight 
or ten killed. The killed are: Georgo 
Lcggat, of Mitchell; William Womp, of 
London; H. Swan and A. W. Francis, of 
Woodstock; Mr. McLean, of the firm of 
MsLeun andBeecher, Detroit, Mich.; Mr. 
Baines, of Hamilton, and Capt. Moore, 
of Brantford, both of tho Salvation army; 
ami Mr. Pecks, Woodstock. As near as 
can bo ascertained tho accident happened 
in the following manner. The piston rod 
broke just as tho train passed the station, 



causing tho rails to sproad as it proceeded. 
Tho engine, tender and smoking-car 
crossed the bridge in safety, but just as 
the passongor coach was near tho centre 
of the bridge tho terrible affair occurred. 
Tho fireman noticed that all was not 
right and jumped, receiving a sevoro 
scalp wound. The passonger coach foil 
over tho bridge, turned a somersault and 
landed right side up. The Pullman re- 
mained on the bridge. The dining-room 
car contained about seven people, bosidos 
the waiterB. Supper had just been an- 
nounced and in a few minutes tho car 
would havo been filled and all must have 
perished.

Aho the council at Groonville made 
their own By-laws that thoy should not al- 
low any one of them to go and seo the 
dance, Potlatchos, and medicine-man or 
seo tho gambling, and ii anyone breaks 
any of these By-laws will be punished 
by the justice of the peace according to 
their By-laws. 

There is one of tho medicine man died 
by his medicine dancing at tho Village 
Gitiksh. He died while ho is dancing in 
attempting to sou his falsely medicine 
spirit.

San Francisco, Feb. 28.— Tho Pacific 
Coast Steamship Co. has again gained 
control of the coast trade by tho purchase 
to-day of tho steamers City of Pueblo and 
Pomona, which were to havo commenced 
running between this port, Victoria and 
Eureka, under the management of tho 
recently organized company. Tho pur- 
chase price is not known. 

District Freight and Passonger Agent 
Brown, of the Canadian Pacific, arrived 
in this city to-day, He says the steamers 
that the company are running between 
Vancouver and Hong Kong will soon bo 
increased in number from three to five, 
to accommodate the rapidly increas- 
ing trans- Pacific trade. Tho west- 
bound freight and passenger business over 
tho Canadian Pacific lias lately been very 
largo, and local business in both directions 
is increasing very fast. The company has 
let contracts for the construction of a lino 
to connect with the Seattle, Lake Shore 
and Eastern road, and by September will, 
it is thought, be able to run its trains in- 
to Seattle. The Northern Pacific is to 
put a now steamer of 2000 tons burden on 
the route between Puget Sound and 
Alaska this summer. Tho steamer is to 
be fitted up especially for the accommoda- 
tion of excursionists, and will bo luxur- 
iously furnished. 

THE SEAL FISHERIES. 



Another Attempt to Monopolize the 
Whole of Behrlug's Sea. 



A Bill With that Object Passed In Congress, 
aud in the Senate Is Referred to the Com- 
mittee ou Foreign Affairs. 



Washington, Feb. 28.— The House 
passed to-day tho senate bill for the pro- 
tection of the salmon fisheries in Alaska, 
with an amendment directing the Presi- 
dent to cause one or more dated States 
vessels to cruise in Behring's Sea and 
other Alaska waters and seize all vessels 
found to be unlawfully engaged in seal 
hunting. Tho bill to establish a zoologi- 
cal garden in the District of Columbia 
passed. The conference report on tho 
agricultural appropriation bill was agreed 
to. The naval appropriation bill was 
thon taken up. Tho senate amendment 
appropriating 3100,000 for a naval tor- 
pedo station on Goat Island was non-con- 
curred and the bill sent to the conference 
committee. The conference report on 
tho bill to divide the Sioux Indians reser- 
vation in Dakota was agreed to. The 
tiprnod Tina Moines River land bill came 
up but without action the House took 
recess. 

In tho Senate, tho Houso amendment 
to the bill in regard to the salmon fisherie s 
of Alaska, extending its operation to 
Bohring's Sea having boon presented to 
the Senate, Edmunds suggested that tho 
amendment raised such a very important 
and difficult question that he felt bound 
to move its reference to the committee on 
foreign relations. The motion was agreed 
to. A number of bridge bills wero passed. 
The Senate refused to .igrco to the House 
amendments to the inter-state commerce 
act, referring to transportation of oil in 
oil tank cars, and a further conference 
was ordered. The conference report on 
the District of Columbia, fortifications 
and army appropriation bills were pre- 
sented and agreed to., 

Tho Senate held a long executive ses- 
sion this afternoon, and in that session 
transacted more executive business than 
has been considered at any previous so- 
crot sossion during the fiftieth Congreas. 
Many nominations woro confirmed, most 
of thorn of little interest or importance, 
Tho nominations of Win. S. Roaeurans to 
be brigadier-general, to bo placed on the 
retired list, and Win. F. Smith to be 
major in tho engineer corps, to bo placed 
on tho retired list, wero confirmed with- 
out reference to the committee. After a 
long number of confirmations had 
beon mado tho Senate got into a dis- 
pute ovor the nomination of Thos. E. 
Partridge to succeed Thos. Settle, de- 
ceased, as judge of the northern district 
of Florida. This is ono of tho nomina- 
tions that tho republican senators had de- 
termined to hold up until the incoming of 
tho now administration, and tho demo- 
cratic senators havo mado a determined 
effort to have it confirmed, The matter 
was debated at great length, and was still 
unsettled when the Sonuto adjourned.

(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, Feb 28. —In the senate to-day 
Senator Macdonald asked, first: How does 
tho question of tho defences of British 
Columbia stand at tho present timo bo- 
tweon the Imperial and the Dominion 
Governments? Second: Whether it is 
intended to begin tho oroction of batteries 
this year on the localities that havo been 
approved in tho neighborhood of Esqui- 
malt? Third: Whether cannon or arma- 
ments for the proposed batteries are be- 
ing prepared undor the direction of the 
Imperial authorities, and when will such 
armament or cannon bo shipped to the 
Pacific ? 

The Hon. Mr. Abbott replied that a 
largo number of Imperial dispatches in 
relation to the subject have beon received 
by tho department of Militia and Defence 
und tho correspondence is proceeding. 
The papers aro in the main of a con- 
fidential character, such cf them as 
aro not of a confidential nature 
can be produced at anytime should the 
Houao desire their production, but the 
paper which might be laid before the 
House at present without prejudice to 
the public interest would not suffice to 
placo tho position of the question fully 
before Parliament. It is uot yet de- 
cided definitely whether the erection of 
tho batteries in the neighborhood of Es- 
quil will be begun this year. It is a mat- 
ter still under consideration. The nego- 
tiations between the'Imperial and Cana- 
dian governments respecting tho prepara- 
tion of armaments aro of a confidential 
nature and aro proceeding satisfactorily, 
but the papers cannot bo properly brought 
down. Senator Mclmioa suggested that 
Vancouver and Nanaimo ought to be pro- 
tected, and thd subject was dropped. 

The Toronto delegation to-day asked 
the Government to grant fifteen thousand 
dollars to assist in entertaining the Am- 
erican Science Association and to enable 
tho scientists to take a trip to the Pacific 
coast. 

Members and senators of Irish extrac- 
tion cabled Parnell congratulating him on 
the success of his suit against the Times. 

Chief J ustiie Ritchie has been granted 
leave of absence on account of ill health. 

The House this afternoon had one of 
the strangest experiences of nineteen 
years. The Speaker having given the 
casting vote, Mr. Brown moved that the 
bill respecting cruelty to animals be re- 
stored to the paper. Terdale moved the 
six months hoist. The division showed 
91 for and 91 against. The Speaker 
voted nay to tho amendment. Tho bill 
was accordingly restored. 

The Hon. Mr. Haggart introduced a 
bill to amend tho act relating to postal 
service. He oxpluined that the first 
change introduced was to exempt steam 
ships or steamboats navigating in Cana- 
dian waters to carry Her Majesty's mails 
at such rate bb the Postmaster General 
may order them to bo carried, or at such 
rate and termB as the Governor-General 
in council may prescribe. Tho object of 
the proposed change was that instead of 
giving subsidies to the different lines of 
steamships throughout the different parts 
of the Dominion the carriage of mails on 
inland waters shall bo according to a fixed 
principle, whether according to weight 
matter carried a distance, this shall be 
prescribed by a board appointed for the 
purpose. The idea was the same as car- 
ried out in connection with the mails 
on Canadian railways. There were 
other changes to render the crime 
of stealing decoy lottere just 
as grave as that of stealing ordinary let- 
ters carried by the department. There 
was another amendment to render more 
stringent the lav regarding immoral pub- 
'ications or photographs. Tho noxt para- 
graph gave the Postmaster-General power 
to increase the rate at which registered 
letters are carried throughout the Domin- 
ion, with the view to render their carriage 
more secure. The object of the bill was 
to give the Postmaster-General full power 
to increase the rato placed on registered 
letters to English and American rates. 
Another change was to increase tho weight 
f the ordinary letter of from 3 cents per 
half ounce to 3 cents per ounce. Auoth- 
r clause raises the rate on drop letters to 
rom 1 cent per half ounce to 2 cents 
ier ounce. Doubling the rate of 
drop letters throughout the Dominion to 
two cents por ounce is the same as in the 
United Kingdom and the United States. 
In no part of the world were drop letters 
posted and delivered at the same rate ;is 
they are in Canada. Continuing, he said 
that tho pnsrawe, ou newspapers and per- 
iodicals printed and published in Canada 
at less intervals than seven days would be 
charged at the rate of one cent per pound 
daily, and weekly newspapers are still to 
be carried freo as at present. Another 
clause defined newspapers according to 
the definition in the British postal guides. 
Another cLmse authorizes the postmaster- 
general to make arrangements with other 
countries as to parcel post. Another 
clause allotted relations between the 
customs department and the postoffico 
department in the way that would 
facilitate the delivery of dutiable mail 
matter. 

Hon. Ives asked the postmaster-general 
whether he proposed making any ar- 
rangements respecting letters not fully 
paid, so that they would bo forwarded to 
their destination and the amount collected 
the same us in England. Hon. Mr. Hag- 
gart replied that the matter had been 
fully considered in tho department. The 
objection to the system proposed by the 
hon. gentleman was that if ho allowed let- 
ters to be forwarded without stamps, they 
would revort to the old system of send- 
ing letters without stanipB, and imposing 
on parties receiving tho letters double 
postage. If letters wore not sufficiently 
stamped they would go to their destination, 
but there was a penalty of double post- 
ago. 

The bill was read a firBt timo. 

Contempt <>r Court. 

Los Anoei.es, Feb. 28.— Andrew Sabin, 
wholesale oigar dealer, was sentenced iu 
tho United States District Court to-day to 
one year's imprisonment in tho county jail 
for contemptof court. In tho caeo of tho 
fruited States against H. Gottjon, charged 
with smuggling cigars across the Mexican 
lino, Sabin approached ono of the wit- 
nesses for tho government yesterday, and 
attempted to bribo him not to testify 
against Goujon. 
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SOME irilA T PRESUMPTUOUS. 

Mr. II. H. Cook, M. I'., is one of our 
Canadian public men who have so hi<;li an 
opinion of their ability that thoy think 
that they can do their own work and after 
it is ilouu help tho legislators of the 
mother country to do theirs. They con- 
sider that they are capable of giving ad- 
vico to Gladstone or Salisbury or any 
other statesman who may happen to be at 
the head of tho British Government. 
Thoy take upon themselves to do this 
when capable critics in Canada believe 
that there is a great doal of room for im- 
provement in the way in which they do 
their own proper work. Mr. Cook is by 
no means distinguished for ability. He 
is not to be found in the lirst or the sec- 
ond or even tho third rank of Canadian 
public men. He is a big man physically, 
but tho size of his intellect is not in pro- 
portion to tho size of his body. He is a 
good-natured, bluff person possessed of 
Home natural shrewdness but ho is much 
more at home in a lumberman's shanty 
than in tho Halls of Legislation. His 
warmest admirers smile at tho idea of Mr. 
Herman H. Cook taking upon himself to 
offer advice to the Government of Great 
Britain or to censure its action on what is 
admitted tho most difficult question 
that British statesmen have ever had to 
deal with. But this consideration does 
not deter Mr. Cook. Ho rushes in where 
the ablest and most distinguished men in 
the British Empire fear to tread. 
He has, cut and dried and ready to pro- 
duce at any moment, a resolution tho sub- 
ject-matter of which is Homo little for 
Ireland. He hits tho modesty to expect 
that tho Parliament of the Dominion will 
censure tho Government of Great Britain 
for not having extended Home Rule to 
Ireland, and accused it of having sub- 
verted tho rights and liberties of Her 
Majesty's subjects in Ireland. These aro 
his words: "That this House has learned 
with profound regret that no measure of 
Howe Rule has yet boon introduced, but 
that the rights and liberties of Her 
Majesty's subjects in Ireland have been 
subverted by the Coercion Bill of 1887." 
When the Parliament of the Dominion of 
Canada, on tho motion of Mr. H. 11. 
Cook, undertakes to pass this vote of 
censure on tho Parliament of Great Brit- 
ain it will be pretty nearly time for Can- 
adians to become independent or to trans- 
fer their allegiance to some other coun- 
try. As a piece of ignorant presumption 
this resolution of tho ponderous Cook is 
unique, and if there are ten men in the 
House of Commons so lost to 
all sense of political decency as 
to vote for it wo would despair of our 
country. Perhaps Herman II. lias nev- 
er heard of tho snub which the Canadian 
Parliament received at the hands of .Mr. 
Gladstone when it transmitted to bbo 
Government of (heat Britain a resolution 
on the Home Rule question not one 
thousandth part as impudent and as offen- 
sive as this which he has placed on the 
notice paper of the Hi use of Commons. 
Earl Kimberly's (Mr. Gladstone's secreta- 
ry for the colonies) despatch acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of the resolution contained 
tho following paragraph: 

"Her Majesty will always be glad to 
receive the advice of the Parliament of 
Canada on all matters relating to the Do- 
minion and tho administration of its 
affairs; but with respect to the questions 
referred to in the Address Her Majesty 
will, in accordance with the constitution 
of this country, have regard to the advice 
of the Imperial Parliament and Ministers 
to whom all matters relating to tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom exclusively appertain." 

Hero tho Parliament of Canada is told 
in official language to mind its own busi- 
ness. The snub was severe and it must 
be admitted that it was well-deserved. 
Why should the Parliament of Canada 
go out of its way to pronounce a sweeping 
condemnation on tho Parliament and tho 
Government of Great Britain. The spec- 
tacle is a most unseemly one and it is as 
futile as it is improper, It is not to bo 
supposed that the Government of Great 
Britain will change its Irish policy at tho 
bidding of a body which is not responsible 
for the good government of Ireland, 
which indeed, has nothing to do directly 
or indirectly with the management of 
Irish affairs. 

Of course everyone knows what is at 
tho bottom of Mr. Cook's condemnation 
of the course which tho British Parlia- 
ment has seen lit to pursue towards 
Ireland. He is fishing for votes and 
he looks upon this as a cheap way of no- 



curing thorn. Lf it wore not for a dosiro 
to catch or to retain tho Irish voto Mr. 
Cook would not dream of abking tho Do- 
minion Parliament to stultify itself by 
pronounoinij a condemnation of a policy 
on which honest and patriotic men in 
Great Britain aro divided. Ileal sym- 
pathy with Ireland and intelligent ap- 
proval of the policy of Home Rule have 
nothing to do with these resolutions. 
They are neither more nor loss than bids 
for votes — clumsy attempts to draw the 
wool over the oyes of lrislnnon. Men 
vote for them who never in their livos 
gave a cent to further tho cause of Home 
Rule, and if a hundred dollars from ouo 
of those gushing sympathisers would com- 
plete the sum necessary to set up a par- 
liament in College Green ho would keep 
tho money in his pockets. Talk is cheap 
and they have lots of it, but when it 
comos to giving substantial aid to tho 
cause of Home Rule, thoy slink into the 
background. It requires all the ability 
which Canadian legislators possess to do 
well the work which thoy are elected to 
perform. If thoy take the Earl Kimberly's 
advice and mind their own business no 
reasonable man will expect them to do 
more.

benefit by their now institutions, 
wo have no means of knowing. 
The political condition into which Japar. 
has, it may bu said, leaped with a single 
bound othor buttons have arrived at by 
slow and painful stops. Tho sagos of tho 
west say that tho preliminary discipline 
was necessary in order to teach tho people 
how to use the free institutions which 
thoy gained so slowly, and for which 
many of them paid so high a price in suf- 
fering and in blood. It will bo interest- 
ing to obsorvo what use tho Japanese will 
mako of the freedom that has beon, so to 
speak, thrust upon them. Thoy have had 
no political education. They have not 
paid tho prico of freedom. Will they 
demonstrate to the world that a free na- 
tion can be born in a day; that there is a 
people who can adapt themselves to now 
political conditions as easily as a man can 
adapt himself to a now coat or ;i new 
pair of pants/ Tho experiment is an in- 
torosting ono, and it is groatly to be 
hoped that it will prove a brilliant suc- 
cess. 



A WILD UTTERANCE. 

There is a clergyman in Toronto whose 
name is Wild. The name tits him to a 
T. Ho is wild, and when ho becomes 
excited ho says the most extraordinary 
things. He is eccentric, and takes a pride 
in his eccontricity. People flock to hoar 
him because thoy foel pretty suro that he 
will say something new and, perhaps, gro- 
tesque. Well, the Doctor— for he re- 
joices in that title— has been smitten with 
the anti-Jesuit furor. He, a few days 
ago, preached a politico-religious sermon. 
Ho denounced the Jesuits in the most 
violent style of no-popery oratory, and 
declared that "if a man wero to go out 
on the street to-morrow and kill a Jes 
uit, he doubted if British law would pun 
ish tho act.'' This was wild with a von 
geanco. But it just shows what mischiev- 
ous stuff men occupying tho position of 
ministers of the Gospol allow themselves 
to utter when their sectarian zeal is 
aroused to the highest pitch. Lf any of 
tho wild man's hearers, believing the 
truth of his statement, should 
attack a Jusuit and murder him 
he would soon find that Brit- 
ish law is no respecter of persons 
and that tho Jesuit is just as much en- 
titled to its protection as any other man 
of any denomination in the country.

A NATION TRANSFORMED. 

The people of Japan have shown in tho 
clearest way that they appreciate the ad- 
vantage of western civilization. A few 
years ago they appeared to be an ignorant 
people, scarcely more than half civilized. 
They were heathens, too, and it seemed 
that thoy had a strong antipathy to every 
form of Christianity. All that is changed 
now. The Japanese have proved them- 
selves to be the least conservative people 
in the world. They evidently have no 
veneration for anything that is old be 
cause it is old. When they are convinced 
that the new is better than tho old they 
adopt the new without a moment's hesita 
tion. The ruling class has studied the 
civilization of Europe and America. 
Thoy tind that in many respects tho insti- 
tutions, political and social, of those 
continents are better than their own, and 
they have transplanted them to Japan 
wholesale. It is some time since they 
have, to quite a considerable extent, 
adopted the costume of the west and the 
east. Their own flowing garments 
wero more graceful than tlio 
tight - fitting, inartistic clothes of 
tho European and the American, but 
thoy, without a scruple or a regret, sacri- 
ficed grace and beauty to utility. The 
native dross of the Japanese ladies, par- 
ticularly, is said to be infinitely more pic- 
turesque than the fashionable garb of a 
Paris belle, and they know how to wear 
it so as to set off their charms to the 
greatest advantage, but in tho higher cir- 
cles the moro beautiful dress was discard- 
ed and clothes which do not suit their 
stylo of beauty and which they do not 
know how to wear, adopted. Visitors to 
Japan deplore this change and declare 
that tho ladies who retain the native cos- 
tume are greatly more charming than 
those who appear in tho borrowed plumes 
of the foreigner. The army of Japan has 
been organized and drilled after the Euro- 
pean model, and so has its navy, The 
last and greatest change is the re-organiz- 
ation of the government of the country. 
Tho Japanese have adopted a ready-made 
constitution. The whole framework of 
government has been re-organized. The 
government provided for them is a consti- 
tutional one, that of Germany, it is said, 
being taken as tho pattern. The Mikado 
is still to be the head of tliu Government, 
but ho is to ho a very different ruler 
from the Mikado of former times. Ho 
is to be assisted in governing tho 
nation, by a House of Peers, some of tho 
members of which are to bo nominated 
and hereditary, while others aro to bo 
elected, and a House of Commons of threo 
hundred members. The popular ohamber 
is to he elected by men over twenty- 
live years old who pay twenty live dollais 
in taxes. Religious liberty, freedom of 
speech, and the right of public meeting 
aro to bo secured. This now constitution 
is principally tho work of Count [to, who 
has beon studying the political institutions 
of Europe and America for many years 
past. How far the people of tlio country 
approve 'of the change, or whether or not

THE THUNDERSTORM. 



An Explanation of Its Origin and 
Development. 

A writer in tlie St. Louis Posl-Ditpatch, 
speaking of the development of thunder- 
storms, calls them Immense Loyclon jura in 
tlio sky, and supports his statement by ex- 
plaining their origin. Let us, ho says, first 
observe an average summer thundor-storm 
us it is developing over us. The atmosphere 
is sultry anil oppressive. The heat of the 
sun Beems more penetrating than usual. If 
we. look toward the sky wo shall ho likely to 
note a lark of its usual transparency. 
Small Inky-looking clouds will be seen hav- 
ing an indistinct and ragged outline. The 
clouds will increase in volume. Small ones 
will unite, forming larger bodies, and these 
will rapidly grow in density and overcast 
the sky. The heavy cloud masses will he 
seen to approach nearer the earth. Occa- 
sionally some! section of the cloud mass will 
he illuminated by lightning, and after an In- 
'.ei'val of twenty or thirty seconds a faint 
rumbling thunder will become audible. As 
the storm develops and draws nearer the 
intervals between the Hashes of lightning 
and reports of thunder will shorten, until, 
when tho storm is at its height, many flashes 
will he followed almost immediately by 
deafening crashes of thunder. By this time 
probably a heavy rain will he falling, vary- 
ing at intervals in intensity. The storm, will 
continue' from one-half to about two or 
three hours, when the lightning and thun- 
der will diminish and disappear, and tho 
rain-fall will gradusllycease. When we now 
venture out we shall encounter a cool, re- 
freshing breeze, which will at once have an 
invigorating effect upon us. Tho rays of 
tho sun breaking here and there through 
the cii. ;tds and falling upon the rain-drops 
on tiie grass and trees, will give to the sur- 
roundings I ho most pleasing aspect. 

Having briefly described the thunder- 
storm as wo all see it. let us now investi- 
gate what we have seen. While the thun- 
der-storm was developing tho air was op- 
pressive and we felt languid and uncomfort- 
able, This was due to tho great amount of 
moisture with which the air was saturated, 
together with the iiigh temperature. The 
wc.riu, vapor-laden atmosphere, expanded 
by heat and rising to a higher altitude, was 
replaced by cooler air flowing in under it. 
This accounts for the refreshing atmosphere 
whicli we experienced. The great amount 
of moisture in the air during the develop- 
ment of the storm accounts for the lack of 
its transparency, and also for the indistinct 
outlines of the clouds. As the uprising air 
reached a higher altitude and encountered 
cooler winds, its moisture was condensed 
and we saw it in the form of clouds, which, 
as the action continued, precipitated rain. 

The most difficult phenomena to explain, 
but which are at the same lime the most in- 
teresting, aro the lightning and thunder. 
Nothing definite was known about light- 
ning until Benjamin Franklin demonstrated 
by means of his well-known kite experi- 
ment, that lightning and electricity are 
identical. Tlis experiment is explained in 
the following letter written by him on Octo- 
ber 1'.), 1752: 

"Make a smnll cross of light sticks of ce- 
dar, the arms so long as to roach lo the four 
corners of a large, thin silk handkerchief 
when extended. Tie the corners of the 
handkerchief to the extremities of the 
cross, so you have the body of a kite, which, 
being properly accommodated with a tail, 
loop and string, will rise in the air like those 
made of paper, but, being made of silk, is 
litter to bear the wet and wind of a thunder- 
gust without tearing. To the top of the up- 
right stick of the cross is to be fixed a very 
sharp pointed wire rising a foot or more 
above the wood. To the end of the twine, 
next the hand, is lo be tied a silk ribbon, 
and where the silk and twine join, a key 
may be fastened. This kite is to be raised 
when a thunder-gust appears to be coming 
on, and the person who holds the string 
must stand within a door or window, or un- 
der some cover, so that the silk ribbon may 
not be wet, and care must be taken that the 
twine does not touch the frame of tho door 
or window. As soon as the thunder-clouds 
come over tho kite the pointed wire will 
draw tho electric lire from them, and the 
kite, with all the twine, will bo electrified, 
and tho loose filaments of the twine will 
stand out every way and be attracted by an 
approaching linger, and when the rain lias 
wet the kite and twine you will find the 
electric fire stream out plentifully from the 
key on the approach of your knuckle." 

Having found that lightning and elec- 
tricity arc the same, we must endeavor to 
explain in wiiat manner this atmospheric 
electricity is generated. .Many theories 
have been advanced in explanation of this 
question, and, while little is positively 
known, tlie theory generally accepted is 
that the electricity is generated by the fric- 
tion of the, liquid particles of vapor in the 
air against each other, against the earth 
and against the air. Some have claimed 
that evaporation is the cause, but experi- 
ments have shown that wherever electricity 
was generated by evaporation friction was 
the real cause. 

Lightning (lashes appear in different 
forms. Zig-zag lightning, as its name im- 
plies, is a long irregular line of light, and 
is the most common form. Ball lightning 
is a round ball of lire, moving so slowly 
that tlie eyo can follow it, and explodes 
v.\ i aloud report. Sheet lightning is a 
diffused glare of light, which illumines the 
i ;oor surface of a cloud. Zig-zag light- 
ning is caused by the discharge of a large 

itityof electricity passing through tho 

; ;. which, on account of its resistance, be- 
i tnos compressed at various points and 
i rns the current aside, Tlie zig-zag path is 
sometimes four or live miles in length. 
The phenomenon of bull lightning lias 
l vor been satisfactorily explained, al- 
t lough It is known lobe the result, of un 
i Hiomoly intense discharge of electricity. 
; . cot lightning is the reflection of zig-zag 
lightning through the cloud mass, and may,

sometimes, be due also to tho passage of 
electricity from particle to particle of a 
cloud, which is an imperfect conductor. 
Occasionally, on a Bummer evening, light- 
ning Is observed near tho horizon, even 
when no clouds may be visible. This is the 
reflection of lightning from clouds below 
the horizon, or too distant for the thunder 
to bo audible. This form of lightning is 
sometimes called heat ligh'ining. 

Tho actual duration or tho illumination 
produced by a lightning Hash has been 
shown by practical demonstration to bo less 
than tho ten-thousandth part of a second, 
To tho eye it seems much longer, because 
the flash leaves its improssion on tho retina 
for some time. 

Thunder is produced by tho clashing of 
particlos of air displaced by the electrical 
discharge, and hence always at the same 
instant that lightning is produced. The ap- 
parent interval between tho Hash and the 
report is duo to tho difference in velocity 
botween light and sound. Light travels at 
the rate of 185,000 miles per second, hence 
wo see the Hash of lightning at almost tlio 
same instant that the discharge takes place. 
Hut such is not the case with sound. Sound 
in air travels at the rate of 1,120 feet per 
second. It therefore requires some time 
for tho sound of thunder to reach the ear 
aftor the discharge and report have actually 
taken place. The irregular rumbling sound, 
as well as the duration of thunder, is due to 
the varying distances from which the 
sounds come while the Hash passes along its 
course. The rumbling sound is also due to 
the effect of echoes. By noting the inter- 
val of time between the lightning Hash and 
the beginning of the thunder, we can, with 
an ordinary timepiece, roughly estimate the 
distanco of the thunder-cloud. For instance, 
as sound travels at tho rate 1,130 feet, 
or about one-llfth of a mile per second, if 
we look at the time-piece the instant we 
perceivo a flash, and find that tho report 
follows, say ten seconds later, we know 
lliut the cloud is about two miles distant. 



QUEEN ALIQUIPPA. 

Au Indian Woman Who Was Once. Visited 
by George Washington. 

Probably few of the hundreds of Pitts 
burgh people who hour the name of "Ali- 
quippa" pronounced, and read if in tlie 
newspapers almost daily, aro aware of the 
historical origin of the word, says the Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. Yet, Aliquippa was a name 
famous throughout this entire region near- 
ly a century and a half ago, long before 
Pittsburgh existed, and even before Fort 
Pitt was located at the ' 'Porks of t he 
Ohio." 

Aliquippa was an Indian Queen, and a 
woman of wide influence among her people. 
The Father of his Country was oneo her 
guest, and his journal gives a somewhat 
amusing account of the visit which he paid 
toiler. It happened in this way. Wash- 
ington, on his return from his trip to Lo 
Bceuf in December, 17.">:t. was accompanied 
by the noted backwoodsman. Christopher 
Gist, who had also acted as his guide during 
the Ijournoy to the French commandant's 
headquarters. Gist had settled during the 
previous summer at a place now known as 
Mount Braddock, in Payette County. The 
afterward-distinguished Virginian and his 
companion encountered many difficulties 
and endured many hardships during their 
journey. On the night of December 29, 
just at dusk, they attempted to cross the 
Allegheney river on an improvised raft, 
above an Indian village known as Shan 
nopm's town. The result was a nar- 
row escape from drowning for both. 
They, however, succeeded in getting 
to an island, where they passed the night, 
suffering bitterly from the cold in their wet 
garments. The next day they managed to 
get from the island to the main land, aided 
by ice which had formed during the night, 
and made their way to the cabin of a man 
named Prazier, an Indian trader, who lived 
at the mouth of Turtle creek. Washington 
says in his journal : 

"As wo intended to take horses here, and 
it required some time to find them, 1 went 
up three miles to the mouth of the Youghi- 
OgllCny to visit Queen Aliquippa, who had 
expressed great concern that we passed her 
in going to tho fort. 1 made her a present 
of n match-coat and a bottle of rum, which 
latter was tbought'much the better present 
of tho two. Tuesday, January 1, we left 
Mr. Frazier'S and arrived at Mr. Gist's, at 
Monongahela, January 2, where I bought a 
horse and saddle." 

Some years prior toher location on Turtle 
creek Queen Aliquippa lived at a point near 
Dallas, in Bedford County. " Aliquippa s 
town " is mentioned in a patent to a piece 
of land located there, and may have been 
an Indian village of considerable impor- 
tance. A score or more of Indian graves 
marked the site of the town at the time the 
region was settled by the whites. They 
were mound-shaped and covered by heaps 
of stone. Some of them were dug open, 
and bones, beads, pipes and Indian weapons 
found therein.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Kesslon of the Fifth Parliament. 

SEVENTEENTH DAY. 

Thursday, Feb. 28, 1889. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2:15 
p. m. 

Prayers were road by Rev. D. Frasei?, 
M. A. 

REPORTS. 

Col. Baker presented tho report of the 
soloct standing committoo on the standing 
orders for private bills, stating that tho 
standing orders had been complied with in 
the applications for incorporation of the 
Brocton Point Athletic Club and tho Vic- 
toria Lumber and Manufacturing Co. 
The preamble of the act to amond tho 
Ooquitlam Water Works Act was found 
to bo incorrect. Tho committee recom- 
mended that tho timo for receiving re- 
ports on petitions for private bills be ex- 
tended until March 21st, 

Report received. 

Mr. Tolmie presented tho report of the 
select committee appointed to examine 
and report upon the "Trespass Bill." 

Report laid over until to-day. 

CANADIAN WESTERN AND CENTRAL RAIL- 
WAY. 

Mr. Mason askod leave to introduce a 
bill to incorporate tho Canadian Western 
and Central Railway Co. 

Leave granted. Bill read a first time 
and referred to the select standing com- 
mittee on railways. 

VICTORIA LU.MUERINU AND MANUFACTUR- 
ING <0. 

Mr. Allen asked leave to introduce a 
bill to incorporate the Victoria Lumbering 
and Manufacturing Co. Leave granted. 
Bill read a tirst time and roferrcd to the 
committee on privato bills. 

A VOTE OF CENSURE. 

Mr. Beaven moved that, in tho opinion 
of this House, the action of the Govern- 
ment in agreeing to adopt the report of a 
select committoo of tho Houso, and not 
subsequently carrying into oll'ect its re- 
commendation, is incorrect. 

The lion, mover said in approaching the 
matter, that he proposed first to show 
what was tho constitutional practice in 
matters of this kind; then to take up throe 
reports of select committees, to show the 
course they adopted and the recommenda- 
tions they made, and to show that they 
were not followed by the Government. 
The three instances that he referred to 
occurred last session. Ho then quoted 
Todd, and other eminent parliamentary 
authorities, in regard to the question of 
appointment and duties of select com- 
mittees; and proceeded at considerable 
length to refer to the recommendations 
contained in the report of the select com- 
mittee appointed to investigate tho claim 
of Rev. Geo. Dicham to certain lands near 
Coal Harbour, also tho reports of tho 
committees that were appointed to en- 
quire into tho claims of Louis and Edward 
Gold, and Samuel Greer. Tho recom- 
mendations contained in these three re- 
ports, which were assented to by tho 
Houso, were, he urged, ontirely ignored 
by the Government. This was, ho con- 
tended, utterly at variance with all con 
stitutional practice, and tho only thing 
tho ministry could now do, as men of 
honor, was to resign. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsiniiir— If we could see 
where the men are to come from to carry 
on tho affairs of the government, I for one 
would bo willing to resign at once. The 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Beaven) would not 
be able to form a government, and would 
bo unable to get any following if ho did. 
The government was not ordered to do 
anything, They were asked to take into 
their serious consideration the inattors 
touched upon by the committees. 

Hon. Mr. Robson had listened atten- 
tively to all that had boen said, by tho hon. 
leader of the opposition, and was surpris- 
ed that the motion had been placed on 
tho notice paper, upon the very shallow 
foundation which the hon. leader of the 
opposition had attempted to show. When 
tho committee reports that had been re- 
ferred to had been adopted, it was dis- 
tinctly stated and understood by tho hon, 
leader of tho opposition, that tho govern- 
ment were not to be bound in any way by 
the opinions formed by the committees, 
but were to investigate the justico of tho 
claims, and act thereon. The re- 
ports of the committees simply recom 
mended the government to take in 
to their serious consideration the cases re 
ferred to. This tho government had 
done, and having thoroughly examined in 
to the tuorits of the cases, could have act- 
ed in no other way than they did in the in 
terests of the public. Ho explained the three 
cases in question and showed how they 
had been disposed of. Mr. Greer could 
at any time proceed in a petition of right 
in regard to his claim, but ho had not 
done so. Had tho recommendations of 
the committee been absolute, tho govern 
ment would not have been justified ii 
acting upon them. In tho interest of law 
justice and equity the government could 
have done nothing else than they did do 
He remarked that he had never known of 
tho hon. gentleman who had moved the 
resolution, basing an argument upon so 
weak a premise as his prosent one. He 
would like to know if the former govern 
ment, of which the hon. loader of tho 
Opposition was a member, had always car- 
ried out the recommendations of commit- 
tees. Ho thought not, and could recall 
many flagrant iustaucos. 

Mr. Beaven— This government is on 
trial, not a past one. 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied that ho was 
aware that it was the present government 
that was taken to task, and he thought 
that ho had shown that they had dono 
their duty. 

Mr. T. Davio contended that tho re- 
solution was ontiroly out of ordor. It 
was an attempt in an indirect way to got 
the House to commit itsolf to a vote of 
censure on tho government. Ho askod 
for tho ruling of the Speaker on the point 
of order. 

The Speaker ruled that the resolution 
being simply an abstract question was in 
ordor. 

Mr. Bole argued that the question was 
one of abstract parliamentary law. 

The Speaker referred to the very pecu- 
liar and mystifying wording of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. T. Davio said that it was worthy of 
remark how tho opinions of individuals 
changed when they wore out of the gov- 
ernment He proceeded to quote several 
well known examples of action such as the 
hon. leader of tho opposition had charged 
upon the government, of which Mr. Boa- 
ven's govornnient had boon guilty. Ho 
instanced one case whore the clerk had 
boon instructed to eraso from tho Jour- 
nals of the House, proceedings of tho ac- 
tual business of tho Houso, When tho 
report of tho special committee on the 
claim of R. L. Clomitson came beforo tho 
Houso, a motion was passed to adopt it. Tho 
printer wus afterwards instructed to erase 
the word "adopted" and insert tho word 
"received" instead, by a member of Mr. 
Heaven's government. (The name wus 
loudly called for,) and Mr. Davio pro- 
ceeded to road tho evidence shewing that 
the alteration was made by tiio clerk, who 
had stated that he did it by order of the 
government, and although thu Houso had 
directed tho printing of tho report. Mr. 
Davio read from the evidence of tho gov- 
ernment printer that the provincial secre- 
tary (Hon. Mr. Humphreys) had directed 
'..'.m not to print it, alleging as a reason 
that the Houso had not adopted the re- 
port, whoroas the true records showed 
that it had been adopted, although the 
forged order said no. 

Mr, Humphreys said that ho gave no 
orders to change tho votes, such as Mr. 
Davie charged upon him. He instructed 



Mr. Wolfonden not to print the report, 
which was a very different thing. 

Mr. Davio proceoded to explain the al- 
teration which he referred to. 

Mr. Beaven defied the junior member 
for Victoria to prove the truth of his as- 
sertion. 

Mr. Davio read frcm the Journals of the 
House, 1883, in explanation and proof of 
his remarks. 

Mr. Bole urged that th« principle of 
constitutional law contained in the ab- 
stract resolution before the Houbo, was 
one that should be endorsed by the 
House. In referring to Mr. T. Davie's 
remarks ho contended that they wore an 
unintontion&l argument in proof of the 
government being required to carry out 
tho recommendations of a committee 
when thoir report was adopted. He en- 
tered into a lengthy explanation of the 
alteration referred to by tho hon. junior 
member for Victoria City. 

Mr. Martin moved, seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Dunsmuir, an am ondmont to tho reso- 
lution before tho House, to strike out all 
words after "that," and to insert the fol- 
lowing: "No instanco has boen shown in 
which tho government has agreod to 
adopt the report of a select committee, 
and has subsequently failed to carry that 
report into ell'ect." 

Mr. Maitin said if there was ovor a re- 
port tampered with he thought it was the 
report on tho Clemitson affair. 

Mr. Semlin and Mr. Grant opposed the 
amendment, and supported the resolu- 
tion. 

Tho amendment was carried.

Hon. Mr. Robson prosentod the seven- 
teenth annual report on Public Schools. 

MORE QUARANTINE STATIONS. 

Mr. Bole moved that an humble ad- 
droBS bo prosonted to His Honor the 
Lieutonant-Governor, praying His Honor 
to ropresent to tho Dominion Government 
the groat necessity which oxists of taking 
steps at an early date to establish quaran- 
tine stations at Now Westminster, Van- 
eouvor and Nanaimo. Carried. 

The House rose at 5:45 p.m.
